Two Vote Against Union. 


The most intensely dramatic scéne 
of the ceremonies attending the for- 
mal union of the two churches was 
the vote against. union by two com- 
missioners, Moderator Hunter Corbett 

ut the question, which was in the 
orm of a resolution, and called for 
the affirmative vote, and called for 
oe the commissioners rising to their 
eet. 

Instantly the assembly hall was 
converted into a stamping, cheering 
crowd. As the hand-clapping and 
cheering died down and the commis- 
Sioners took their seats, the Moder- 
ator said: “All who are of the opin- 
ion that the motion should not prevail 
will please rise.” 

A laugh went around the hall, for it 
was believed the request was a mere 
formality and would meet with no re- 
sponse. 

To the astonishment of all present, two 
commissioners rose to their feet. Pan- 
demonium broke loose and it was feared 
for an instant.that indignity would be 
offered the lonely men who opposed the 
union. One of the men was Dr. William 
Laurie of Bellefonte, Pa., and the other 
was Rev. Roger F. Cressey of Jackson- 
ville, Ill. 

Dr. Laurie is a stalwart Scotchman 
and his personality dominated the con- 
vention. 

“Greatly as I dislike to record my 
vote against this union, ang deeply as 
I feel the pain of being forced to dis- 
agree with my fathers and brothers, yet 
I cannot conscientiousiy vote for this 
union. It is purely a question between 
me and my God. I have to oppose it.’’ 

Rev. Mr. Cressey said: 

“This is a matter of conscience with 
me.

CENSURES SCHOOL 
SECRET SOCIETIES 


Chicago Woman Tells Mothers’ 
Congress They Lead to 
Early Sophistication. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., May 24.—A severe 
denunciation of high-school fraternities 
and societies was made to fhe IJ}linois 
Congress of Mothers by Mrs./A. J. 
Jackman of Chicago yesterday. She 
held these organizations responsible for 
jdleness, extravagance, indulgence, love 
of display, obscene songs, smoking, 
drunkenness, gambling and general s0- 
cial viciousness. 

“They are not needed,’ she said. 
“They are mere. imitations of college 
societies without their justification. 
They are selfish, unsocial and exclusive. 
Secrecy among young people is danger- 
ous. A reasonable chaperonage is neces- 
sary in developing society. Fraternities 
tend toward early sophistication and 
experimentation in vice. They are un- 
democratic. They cause a too early 
fixing of social choice. The secret s80- 
ciety is narrowing. High school students 
should meet many people of _ varied 
character. These societies are likely to 
suggest, stimulate and spread immor- 
ality. There is no such thing as super- 
vision. It makes teachers spies and in- 
jures their usefulness.’’

Senate Leader Promises 
Pass Bill With Foraker 
Amendment. 





PRESIDENT SURRENDERS 





Claim He Gave Pledge Never to 
Dicker With Democrats 
Again. 





By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 24.—President 
Roosevelt and Senator Aldrich have 
kissed and made up. The reconciliation 
was made effective when Mr. Aldrich 
went to the White House and was re- 
ceived by the President with open 
arms. All the unpleasant incidents 
growing out.of the rate bill were for- 
given, if not forgotten. Senator Crane 
accompanied Mr. Aldrich as a witness 
to the love feast. 

The President is supposed to have 
solemnly assured Senator Aldrich that 
he will never, never again dicker with 
the Democrats and seek to put Mr. 
Aldrich in a hole through their assist- 
ance. 

Senator Aldrich, in turn, told the 
President that he will- now put his 
shoulders to the wheel and _ push 
through such legislation as is desired 
by the administration before Congress 
adiourns. It was decided to abandon 
all measures that will lead to prolonged 
| discussion. Mr. Aldrich promised the 
President to hurry through the denatu- 
rized alcohol bill and the resolution 
regarding the purchase of canal sup- 
plies abroad. And both of these propo- 
sitions were favorably reported in less 
than two hours after the Jonathan-and- 
David act had been consummated. 

The President said he did not want 
any legislation fixing the type of canal 
and would be greatly obliged if debate 
on that subject could be held down to 
a minimum. He especially hoped there 
would not be a two weeks’ speech-mak- 
ing feast on the canal scandals, as he 
does not want these troubles revived 

until after Secretary Taft, who has en- 
gineered the canal project, is safely 
seated on the Supreme Court bench. 

As part of the program arranged be- 
tween the President and Senator 
Aldrich there is to be no Philippine 
tariff legislation, the House bill being 
left to die in the pigeonhole where it 
now lies. The statehood bill ts to be 
pulled out of conference and passed 
with the Foraker amendment, providing 
for separate elections in Arizona and 
New Mexico to decide whether the citi- 
zens of these territories desire joint 
statehood.

A preliminary trial was given Greer 
before Justice of the Peace Gibbs. Miss 
Turner testified that she was at the 
home of Mrs. H. Gucker, whose child 
she was caring for while the mother 
went to St. Louis to a theater. She re- 
tired about 9 o'clock, but was awakened 
at 11:30 by feeling a hand about her 
throat trying to choke her. She fought 
and finally got away 

Attired in her aiatot dress, she ran a 
block through the streets to the rome of 
her brother-in-law, Barney Smith. He 
was absent, but his 12-year-old boy took 
a revolver and started for the Gucker 
home. He was disarmed by his mother.

The men in- 
dicted are not alarmed and the opinion 
prevails that there will never be any 
convictions. 

The grand jury report is being de- 
nounced as a political move. The jury 
was made up of ten Republicans and two 
Democrats and the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney, Attorney-General, Criminal Judge 
The fact 
that the grand jury could find nothing 
in Sheriff Horner's actions on the night 
of the lynching to condemn, while the 
police are condemned, is pointea out as 
significant. The police department is 
Democratic. 

Republican politicians ‘believe 
there is a Demoratic plot to drive 
the negroes out of the county and 
, change its political complexion. There 
"is little doubt that the grand jury has 
really indicted men who were prominent 
the belief is strong

The grand jury not only finds the mob 
victims innocent of any crime, but dis- 
credits the’ statements made by Mrs, 
Mina Edwards, or Edmondson, whose 
story caused the triple lynching. and

@n asserted she was dragged from, her 
escort’s side while riding in a buggy in 
the outskirts of Springfield and was as- 
saulted by two negroes. The mob's vic- 
tims had been arrested as suspects, but 
were never positively identified by Mrs. 
Edwards. 

The grand jury does not believe Mrs. 
Edwards was assaulted. ‘She was in 
@ viormal condition physically the next 
morning, and bore no marks of violence 
upon her person whatever,’ the report 
gets forth. Other facts brought out in 
the testimony, it is declared, ‘‘make it 
at least doubtful whether her story is 
worthy of belief.” 

“We ha've investigated the facts 
to the whereabouts of the two victims 
of the lynching, Duncan and Coker, 
and, from the evidence taken, it ts clear 
that these two negroes could not have 
been guilty of the alleged assault.” 

The Indictments. 


Four of the persons indicted are said 


to be charged with murder in the 
first degree, eight with murder in the 
_gecond degree, six with burglary by 
breaking into the County Jail at the 
head of the mob, and four with hav- 
ing given perjured testimony before 
the grand jury. The collective indict. 
ments are against persons said to be 
charged with perjury. 

It had been expected that the grand 
jury would return at least 100 indict- 
ments, but when the special inquis- 
jtorial pony was convened it became 
apparent that it would be a difficult 
matter to obtain evidence. While be- 
tween 2000 and 3000 men and boys 
formed the mob, the jury encountered 
the start in obtaining 
direct evidence against the leaders, 
Many witnesses, it Is said, feared to 
tell all they knew, and threats were 
made against others, who sealed their 
lips.

grand jury was in session Assistant At- 
torney-General Kennish was here to aid 
‘the local authorities in pushing the in- 
vestigation. Secret service operatives 
also were sent here at the instance of 
Gov. Folk to aid the Sheriff in securing 
evidence against the leaders of the mob.

Searchlights on Hills Are Ar- 
ranved to Cover Weap- 
on’s Range. 





SMITHFIELD, O., May 24,—The war 
in the Eastern Ohio coal fields is on. 
After a night of almost constant firing 
in the hills, the Plum Run mine was 
opened this morning for the first time 
in seven weeks, The nonunion miners, 125 
strong, marched down hill toward 
the pits under heavy guard. They were 
greeted by a fusilade from the bushes. 

The bullets whizzed among the trees 
and imbedded themselves in the _ coal 
cars on the Cleveland & Pittsburg Rail- 
way siding. The strike breakers hur- 
ried to cover. The union men, worried 
by the unexpected opening of the mine, 
hurried from the settlement and gath- 
ered on the slopes about the mine. Their 
women folk, who were picking up coai 
about the pit entrances, were ordered 
away. After the women had gone, here 
ang there from among the bushes 
sounded the crack of revolvers. The 
men behind were invisible. 

A newspaper correspondent, driving 
into camp, was fired on from ambush 
outside the deadline of the settlement. 
The bullets went high. 

The fact that the hollow in which the 
mine is situated is heavily overgrown 
with underbrush saved the guards and 
non-union men from harm, as they were 
almost totally concealed. 


Preparing for Battle. 


If there is to be an actual battle, it 
will scarcely be before night, when the 
nonunion men leave the = mine. All 
preparations are being made for active 
hostilities. Two great. navy searchlights 
have been put in place, one at the guard 
tent and the other at the coal tipple 
in the hollow. They will command three 
miles of surrounding territory and are 
sO arranged that they cover the sweep 
of the Maxim gun. 

It i’ remarkable that there was no 
loss of life in the darkness of last night. 


Revolver bullets pelted among the leaves 
of the new undergrowth, where the 
guards were placed, until neariy day- 
light. A party of guards stationed at 
a cottage where 3) nonunion miners 
were sleeping discovered a group of 
seven men crawling through the high 
grass toward the dwelling. They emp- 
tied their revolvers and rifles and sig- 
naled for help. 

The men had vanished 
searchers found their trial. The guards 
declare they were warned that an at- 
tempt would be made to dynamite the 
cottages. The four guards were dis- 
charged tHis morning. 

“We gave orders that there should 
be no shooting until an actual attack 
is made,” said Supt. Cox. “We are 
straining every nerve to preserve 
peace.”

The fact that tle purchaser could have detected the 
deception, cheat) or fraud by investigation does not 
relieve the dealer of erimine! responsibility. The

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RAILROADS AND JUDGES. 

The Democratic judiciary convention, which nom-

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HENRIK IBSEN. 








the plays of Henrik Ibsen, who died in Christiania 
Wednesday. The conflict between duty and inclina- 
tion is fought out at the fireside, with little or no 
visible action, with no heroics, no rhetoric, no pride 
of life. 

Ibsen found the sense of duty conventionalized and 
morbidly exaggerated. He poured scorn upon it in 
all his works and tried to reduce it to what~he-con- 
sidered: health and sanity. But he did not emanci- 
pate- inclination. , He insisted upon responsibility; 
only, he demanded that it be a rational responsibil- 
ity. How far his radicalism was justified by cir- 
cumstances may be disputed. To what degree it was 

true response to a real need in a society swathed 
about like a Chinese wonian’s foot with custom and 
convention, time only can determine. But it will be 
admitted that his was a salutary influence upon art 
and social thought. He swept the cobwebs out of 
the mind and made men think in spite of themselves. 

Ibsen was large, elemental, original. His work 
was, unfortunately, negative for the most part. For 
this reason his fame may not endure, but he will al- 
ways be interesting as a thinker who, finding the 
ground occupied by what he considered the obsolete, 
had the courage to give his life to destroying it. If 
he was not constructive himself, he prepared the 
way for constructive workers, That is the most 
that can be said of any genius who closes one epoch 
arid leaves the door open for another. 
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The’ Missouri Supreme Court’s decision against 
lying is happily coincidental with the unveracity 
vibrations in Washington.

How to Lift the Baby. 


Marianna Wheeler in Harper's Bazar. 

While the manner of lifting a young 
child is seemingly a matter of: minor 
importance, at the same time it. is of 
enough concern to receive considera- 
tion. 

The bones of an infant are soft, not 
easily broken, but very easily bent and 
shaped if pressure is constantly exert- 
ed on or near the same locality. Pres- 
sure should never be exerted on the 
chest of a young infant; the ribs are 
very small and frail, and finger pres- 
sure such as would have to be ‘exerted 
by placing the hands around the body 
and lifting the baby is not to be desired: 
sometimes a marked depression is like- 
ly to occur \from this sort of handling, 
thus hampering the free action of the

lungs and interfering with the breath- 
ing; cases of chronic coughs have been 
known to result from such depreasion. 
Handle the young infant without pres- 
Sure if possible: this may be accom- 
plished by placing the hand under the 
back, letting the head rest on wrist or 
arm. -Or extend two or three fingers 
upward for this purpose, and with the 
other hand liff the child by the clothes 
at the feet.

Giant Wveaders Almost Tear

KANSAS CITY, May 24.—Frank Gotch 

of Humboldt, Io., threw Tom Jenkins of 
Cleveland, O., twice in three falls catch- 
as-catch-can at the Coliseum here last 
night and regained the heavyweight 
wrestling championship of America 
which he lost to Jenkins last fall at 
Madison Square Garden. Gotch has met 
Jenkins four times and has won three of 
these matches. He has thrown Jenkins 
16 times in all against four falls Jenkins 
has*secured from him. 
It was only by the hardest kind of 
wrestling that Gotch won last night. He 
lost’ the first fall while Jenkins was 
fresh. Thereafter they roughed each 
other terribly. In fact, they almost tore 
each other apart, It was terrible to see 
these giants actually flay each other 
alive. They tried to tear the flesh off in 
handfulls and the mauling they gave 
each other would kill the average heal- 
thy man you meet in the streets. Jen- 
kins, a man of 43, did well while he 
was fresh, but Gotch, aged 28, had youth 
in bis favor and stayed best. He gave 
Jenkins an awful mauling and won by 
sheer strength and staying power. He 
could not get any of his famous leg and 
toe holds on the old fellow and had to 
put-him down by sheer strength. 


Jenkins Takes First Fall. 


; Jenkins was the first to take hold. 
Both men sparred fearfully. Jenkins 
tried for leg hold and lost, Gotch slip- 
ping to his knees. Jenkins got a body 
hold and Gotesh saved himself by grab- 


bing the ropes. Jenkins worked from 
ats Wy Jenkins tried for arm hold, 
Gotch slipped him and came up on top.

Gotch 
seemed to: take no chances and al- 
ways took the floor on thig hold. 
Gotch swung around and camé up on

Jenkins slipped under the ropes and 
referee ordered them to ring center.

Jenkins rolled out of leg hold and 
came up on top. Twenty-five minutes 
called, with Jenkins on top. 

Gotch slipped into a full Nelson. He 
made a game struggle. Jenkins went 
into full body hold from on top. Gotch 
tried to spin out, but Jenkins had him 
blocked in every direction and finally 
pinned him to the mat for the first fall 
in 26 minutes and 36 seconds. 


Goteh Turns Tables. 


In the second fall Gothch tried for le 
hold. Jenkins went to mat. Gote 
started to work on Jenkins’ right leg 
and made repeated efforts to make leg 
hold good, but could not do so. Jenkins 
came up on ropes with Gotch on top. 
,Five minutes called with Gotch still on 
top working on the leg. 

Gotch got near arm hold and leg and 
tried to bring Jenkins over, but Jenkins 
broke hold. Gotch followed him, going 
to ropes. Ordered to ring center. Jenk- 
ins broke hold and ran around ring, 
Gotch after him. Gotch rushed Jenkins 
to ropes, both men standing. Jenkins 
tried for body hold, but Gotch slipped 
out gnd camy up on top. Gotch secured 
foo® hold, brught leg clear up with a 
body hold cross, Jenkins spun out clear 
with Gotch still after him, securing a 
crotch and far arm hold. 

Jenkins broke out, throwing Gotch 
from him, Gotch secured another foot 
hold. Jenkins broke away from all of 
Gotch’s favorite footholds, but could not 
get his legs free. Gotch secured his 
famous crotch and half Nelson, but 
Jenkins got away. Gotch went after 
Jenkins’ leg again bringing his ‘foot up 
behind, locking it and forcing Jenkins 
over, standing him up and crushing him 
to the mat for a fall, by sheersstrength, 
in 14 minutes and 30 seconds. 


Jenkins Is Worn Out. 


Men shook hands in ring center and 
sparred carefully for a hold. Jenkins’ 
right leg seemed to trouble him and he 
favored it throughout the bout. Gotch 
secured a leg hold, Jenkins going to the 
mat. Gotch started to work on Jenkins’ 
bad leg. Gotch tried for a crotch hold. 
Five minutes called. 

Gotch tried for an arm and crotch 
hold, but Jenkins spun out, Gotch still 
rémaining on top. Gotch. tried for an 
arm hold. Jenkins appeared to be on 
defensive throughout last fall. Jenkins 
got away from leg nold by head chan- 
cery. Gotch secured crotch and arm 
hold, Jenkins spun out and broke. hold. 

Both men slipped under ropes and 
were ordered to ring center. 

Gotch, on top in ring center, secured 
a leg hold and Jenkins again went un- 
der the ropes. Men ordered to ring 
center again. Jenkins refused to allow 
Gotch same hold. Gotch still worked 
hard on Jenkins’ leg.

Edward Payson Weston, Veteran Pedestrian, Breaks Record He 
Made 25 Years Ago, Covering the Route in 23 Hours, 


26 Minutes—Slept Forty Minutes. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 


NEW YORK, May 24.—Still able, at 68 
years, to hit up a pace of four miles an 
Edward Payson.Weston, the old- 
time walker, stepped off the distance 
from City Hall, Philadelphia, to City 
Hall, New York, in 23 hours and 26 min- 
utes, going strong at the finish. The 
distance by rail to Jersey City ferry is 
99 miles: by road it is counted at 9%. 
He started out to do the distance within 
°4 hours and beat his record, made 43 
years ago—23 hours and 49 minutes. 

Weston arrived iast night at New 
City Hall at 11:31 p. m., having just 


missed the.ll p. m. ferry boat from 
Jersey City and being obliged to wait 
for the 11:15 boat. 

/ Weston insists that the joufney was 
longer, by at least four miles, than it 
used to be when he was % years old. 
“They've moved the City Hall in Phila- 
delphia,’’ he explained. “It was all of 
nine iniles to Frankford, instead of the 
five miles it was in 1853.” 

Weston started at 12:0 a. m., dressed 
in what he called a “reminiscent’’ cos- 
tume. His old straw hat Was the one 
he carried from New York to Albany 
in 1892. when he did the 143 miles in 
60 hours and 35 minutes, and his broad 
canvas belt was given him by James 
Gordon Bennett in 1867, when he walked 
from Portland, Me., to Chicago in 25 
"— buggy, Dr. Robert Taylor of 
Greencora, Conn., and Dr. R. E. Lee of 
New York accompauled him to watch his 
physical condition. They fed him along 
the way—eggs in milk, custard and rice 
pudding—which he ate without interrupt- 
ing his walk. 

The veteran, being behind time in the 
first stages of his journey, never stopped 
until he reached New Brunswick, 573 
miles, at 2:30 p. m. There he was “ail 
in,’ and required 40 minutes of sleep to 
set him going. : 

From Princeton to New Brunswick, 
15% miles, he lost time, The wind blew 
clouds of dust which distressed him not 
a little. Ice on his head gave no re- 
lief. 

“! would not know it was there,”’ he 
called out to Dr. Lee. “It feels hot in. 
stead of cold.” 

He tolled into New Brunswick 17 min- 
utes behind schedule, but with the begt 
road and the best weather of the day 
ahead,of him. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter who met 
him at Menio Park, between Metuchen 
and Rahway. the old man showed no 
signs of fatigue. His nap had done him 
a world of good. He was making a good 

Vv iles an hour.

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JUSTICE COURTS 


Discrepancies in Accounts Have 
Proved Expensive to the 
City Treasury. 


Losses to the City Treasury aggregat- 
ing $425,000 through discrepancies  be- 
tween the accounts of Justices of the 
Peace and clerks of their courts, and 
those of Constables, will be revealed by 
the grand jury’s report next week. A 
recommendation will be made that the 
position of Supervisor or Auditor of 
the finances of Justice Courts be cre- 
ated, to prevent such losses in future. 

It is not believed that any present or 
former attache of a Justice Court will 
be indicted, Positive evidence of cor- 
ruption, it is stated, has not been found 
against any of these persons. But 
enough has been shown to furnish a 
strong argument for supervision on the 
pari of the city. 

The investigation disclosing the big 
discrepancies has extended over the 
ae@counts of the past 11 years, since the 
Devoy law changed the courts from a 
fee basis to a salary basis. These dis- 
crepancies have been to the loss of the 
city, and have made the justices’ 
courts a municipal liability, when it is 
believed they should be an asset. 

Constables and clerks of the courts 
have been before the grand jury with 
their books during the inquiry. 


HOT WATER FROM FAUCET 


Alton Residents Puzzled by 
Scalding Streams.

“All the water we get from the city 
pipes. at our house,’ said Mrs. Boyle, 
“is hot—scalding hot. What in the 
world is the matter?’’ 

Alderman Davis knew that decorous 
Alton isn’t such a \“‘warm town’’ that 
boiling water should run through its 
ipes, so he began an investigation. He 
ound that all the residents on the 
block where Mrs. Boyle lives had the 
same complaint to make. 

Pursuing his inquiry further; he next 
discovered that the water pipes carry- 
ing the supply tc this block ran along- 
sido the heating pipes of the Alton Gas 
and Electric Co. and that this account- 
ed for East Sixth street residents be- 
ing supplied with hot instead of cold 


The central heating plant of the _ 
and electric company is kept in full 
operation during the summer as well as 
the winter. Tnerefore it will be neces- 
sary for the city water pipes running 
along that particular block on st 
Sixth street to be taken up and laid 
down at a greater distance from the 
heating company’s pipes. It is said 
that work to this end will be begun at 


once.

Difference of Names Is Basis of 
Refusal to Pay His 
Winnings. 





Sporting circles in St. Louis are agi- 
tated over the charge that certain ‘‘bet 
placers’’ operating in the city and in 
St. Louis County have ‘“‘welched”’ or 
refused to pay wagers amounting to 
several thousand dollars which, through 
their agency, were laid against a horse 
named John English, winner of the 
first race at the Louisville track last 


Thursday. 

The Police Department and the Cir- 
cuit Attorney’s office have repeatedly 
sa‘d that racetrack gambling and hand- 
bookmaking are no longer permitted in 


St. Louis. 

According to information gathered by 
a Post-Dispatch reporter in investiga- 
ting the John English ‘‘welching,”’ the 
hand-bookmakers have been succeeded 
by these ‘“‘bet placers’’ from whom many 
St. Louls turf followers are trying to 
collect the money which they won on 


John English. 
The largest individual bet made on the 


horse here was $1000. Emil Thesieres, 
proprietor of Hotel Rozier, wagered the 
money for Thomas P. Hayes, a well- 


known horseman. Se sn 
Hayes is at the Louisville track w t 
a string of dorses. Last Thursday he 
sent a telegram to Thesieres, asking him 
to bet $1000 on tin English, who was 
start that afternoon. 

" hhedlered went to Chris. Brockmiller 
of 613 Chestnut street. Brockmiller was 
a bookmaker in the days when racing 
was permitted in St. Louis, and it has 
frequently been charged but nhever 
proven by the police, that he has been 
the operator of a handbook. 


Horse of Another Name. 


Friday the Daily Racing Form, pub- 
lished in Chicago, announced that the 
first race at Louisville had been won 
by a horse named John Inglis. 

When Thesieres went for the mon- 
ey, amounting to $2800, which his 
friend Hayes should have won on the 
race, Brockmiller told him that five 
“pet placers’ to. whom the wagers 
had been telephoned refused to pay. 

“You know I don’t make any book 
myself,’ he said. ‘I sent the bets out 
to others, and they say that you played 
John English and not John Inglis, and 


that you cannot collect.”’ 

That night St. Louis bettors kept the 
wires to Chicago hot. The next day 
the Daily Racing Form on its first page 
published a statement that the regis- 
tered name of the horse was John In- 
glis, but that it was known at the 
Louisville track at John English, and 
that all bettors who had laid wagers 
on John English were entitled to their 
money. This explanation, the paper 
said, was made for the benefit of *‘Bent- 
ley and others, St. Louis bettors.’ 

According to Brockmiller, the bulk of 
the money was placed with Mark Gum- 
berts, who operates a saloon at Delmar 
avenue and the Suburban tracks in St. 
Louis County. He agreed to play $500 
on John English to win and $100 on 
him to run second. A man named Pesch 
in Bast St. Louis took $200 of the 
money, and the remainder was laid 
through Redman, proprietor of a bil 
liard hall at 307 North Garrison avenug, 
“Pat” ‘Manley of Twenty-first apd 
Chestnut streets, and Joe Cavacino, 
whose address is not known to Thes- 
feres. 

“Manley and Cavacino will pay up,” 
said Brookmiller to a_ . Post-Dispatch 
reporter. “If they don’t, I will make 
good the money which was placed with 
them. 

“You see there are no handbooks in 
St. Louls now. Nobody takes any bets 
here. Of course we handle money for 
bettors, but we only act as agents. 

“They couldn't make a case on a deal 
like this. Mr. Thesiere's friend wanted 
to make a bet. Mrs. Thesieres came to 
me and asked me if I knew anybody 
through whom he could place the bet. 
I told him I would fix it up for him. 

“The way we do that is this. If a man 
whose credit I know to be good comes to 
me and says he wants to make a bet, I 
don't take any money from him. I just 
telephone to one of these fellows who 
have cofinections with poolrooms outside 
of the State and say: 

“Mr. Peters has a credit of $10 with 
me. He wants to bet on such and such 
a horse.’ 

“Sometimes I communicate with a 
poolroom outside of the State ang teil 
them about Mr. Peters’ credit being 
good. Then the bet placer who takes 
the message from me just wires or tele- 
phones the poolroom and says:
